When old Stephen llirartl of Philadel- 
phia died, it was said lit! was worth 
Slf>,000,000, but in fact ho was not 
worth §10,000,000.

T^]f*SGHodir RESERVE. 

The judgment of Mr. Justice Gray in 
tho school reserve matter is so clear and 
comprehensive as to require littlo or no 
explanation. The local government, ar- 
rogating to themselves to disposo, by 
order in council, of tho reserve, gave per- 
mission to tho city authorities to open 
Yates street through tho reserve; but 
when tho city attempted to put in force 
tho order they were resisted by the board 
of local school trustees, who brought the 
case before Mr. Justice Gray. The gov- 
ernment, with the cowardice which has 
marked their official career from the com- 
mencement, and which was painfully 
apparent when the Chinese Tax Bill was 
on tho judicial rack, declined to appear 
in court in support of their own order; 
but the case was ably conducted in spitu 
of governmental pusillanimity, and tho 
decision of the learned judge has com- 
pletely upset the pretensions of the gov- 
ernment to deal with the reserve without 
the authority of an act of parliament. 
As the judgment intimates, the principle 
governing the school reserve case applies 
to other" public reserves and parks; and 
if a reserve can bo cut up without an 
act of parliament the parks can bo simi- 
larly dealt with. The concluding por- 
tion of tho judgment is worth quoting in 
full, because it reduces tho question to 
a nutshell: " By declining to inter- 
vene after the notice to the Attorney- 
General, the Crown shows that it doos not 
regard the act of the defendants as tend- 
ing in any way to the general public in- 
terests, of which the Crown is tho guardian, 
but simply as a matter between tho cor- 
poration of the city and tho trustees of 
tho public schools in a partial! lr district. 
There is no act of tho legislature authori- 
zing the Crown to sell, encumber, partition 
or set off any portion of this reserve, or 
to devote it to any purpose other than 
that to which it was originally dedicated. 
It was no part of the municipality when 
it was dedicated and accepted, and no 
presumption theroforo arises of a corpo- 
rate control over it. The subsequent 
extension of the city limits so as to em- 
brace it would not divest it of the trust 
with which it was before clothed; and I 
am clearly of opinion that an action at 
common law against tho intruders would 
afford no adequate remedy." Thus has 
another of tho many unconstitutional acts 
attempted to be perpetrated by this gov- 
ernment been prevented by tho timely 
interference of an independent judiciary. 

A NEW HOTEL. 

A writer in a New York paper who 
has rolled over Victoria roads, whipped 
tho Island streams for trout, and tramped 
the forests in pursuit of game is of opin- 
ion that Victoria must become the great 
summer resort of the people of the Pac- 
ific. That is foreshadowing a brilliant 
future for this prosperous little city. 
Many years ago tho British government, 
attracted by the salubrity of the climate, 
had it in mind to make this port the sani- 
tarium of the Pacific and landed the 
frame of an extensive range of buildings 
at Laurel Point. Of late years Victoria 
has grown in favor with tourists, who 
come from far and wide to enjoy its cool, 
bracing climate and pure oxygon, its fine 
drives, grand romantic scenery and syl- 
van retreats. The Driard House, just 
destroyed by tire, has had a most pros- 
perous season. When it went up (or 
down) in smoke and tlame it was tilled to 
overflowing with guests. For a long 
timo it has been felt that the establish- 
ment except in its ntsiae did not meet 
the public demand. What is wanted is 
a larger and better appointed and more 
modern hotel. People who can afford to 
travel now-a-days expect luxurious quar- 
ters and all tho modern conveniences 
which money can purchase. There is an 
opening here for this description of es- 
tablishment and private capitalists should 
be prepared to come forward and assist 
the Driard House firm to erect and fur- 
nish a proper house. The popular belief 
is that hotelkeeping on a strictly first 
class basis will pay. Before the advance 
wave of tourists shall reach these shores 
next spring the hotel accommodations of 
Victoria should undergo a marked re- 
form. Tho place, has outgrown existing 
accommodations. 

THE YA LE ELECTION. 

It matters littlo who is elected for Yale 
so long as Mr. Humphreys is not. 
Messrs Armytage and Martin are excellent 
men. They have cast their lots with tho set- 
tlers; are intelligent, active and able, and are 
thoroughly committed to tho Opposition 
cause. -Mr. Humphreys, on the 
ether hand, is the loosest of loose fish, 
a politician with an evil record, without a 
spark of political principle or a dollar's 
worth of property in Yale or any othor 
district. Having just been cast out. of 
Victoria district for betraying his con- 
stituents, and having been previously 
discarded by Lillooet district, it is re- 
spectfully submitted that ho is the 
last person who should bo selected in 
preference to resident candidates to repre- 
sent tho prosperous district of Yalo. 
Amongst the new-eomors who do not 
know tho man Mr. Humphreys will find 
some supporters; but if Yaleites should 
unite upon one Opposition candidate tho 
ex-minister will find no rest for the sole 
of his foot in Yale. There should bo no 
split ticket — no division of votes in thin 
important crisis. Mr. Humphreys should 
be beaten. Yale does not want the leav- 
ings of other districts to represent her in 
the local house. She hassot]3of her own 
who possess sufficient ability to do that 
without calling upon outsiders. 

MAJOR- GENERAL L If A RE. 

Mnjor-Goncral Luard is just now un- 
dergoing a fusilade from the press of both 
parties in Canada. Tho Hamilton Times 
says: "The retention of such a boor at 
the head of the force cannot have a bone- 
ficial effect." This is strong language, 
perhaps too strong; but tho general's ill- 
tempered, contemptuous remarks to Can- 
adian volunteer officers on parado have 
laid him open to merited criticism. Tho 
Ottawa Free Press says: "Whon wo reflect 
that from the days of Sir Guy Carleton 
to tho advent of Gonoral Luard every offi- 
cer who commanded the Canadian militia 
uniformly expressed admiration for and 
confidence in the colonial force, wo can- 
not but regret that anything should ariso 
in theso piping times of peace to cause ill 
feoling towards tho officer ohtrusted with 
the chief command."

EUROPE m EGYPT. 

Bt'ciiAUKST, Sept. 2Sth.— Tho Rus.iian 
officials at Kilia, near the mouth of the 
Danube, ate taking soundings, notwith- 
standing the remonstrance of the Inter- 
national Commission. The Russian gov- 
ernment has also arranged that Russians 
shall perform police duty, instead of tho 
employe's of the Commission. In conse- 
quence of these infringements a meeting 
of the Commission has been summoned. 

Dublin, Sept. 27. — The sob of aland 
agent, named Keane, was found dead on 
the roadside at Kildysnrt. His fathor 
had recently ejected some tenants. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. '28. General 
Todleben, in speaking at Wilua, publicly 
expressed his belief in tho patriotism and 
disinterestedness of Jewish members of 
that municipality, and hoped their advice 
would be taken as readily as that of 
Christians. 

Constantinople, Sept. 28. — The con- 
struction of two hundred Berdan torpe- 
does has been ordered to bo -hastened and 
all other work at the arsenals gives placo 
to tho manufacture of torpedoes. 

Cairo, Oct. L. — A train from Benin* 
had just arrived with tho 00th t itles when 
an ammunition wagon in tho station ex- 
ploded, killing a doctor in the train with 
some invalids and some men, the number 
of whom are unknown. The train ignited 
and the tiro spread to tho railroad depot, 
which was quickly burned. The flames 
next reached tho commissary depot ad- 
joining, and thence extended to seme of 
the magazines, which exploded. It was 
found impossible to provont tho reserve 
ammunition from being destroyed. 

The train with tho 00th riltes arrived 
just as another was starting for Alexan- 
dria with trucks containing ammunition 
and shells. One on a truck exploding, 
scattered the shell all over tho station 
and demolished the end of tho carriage of 
the Benha train, in which were a number 
of invalids. It is feared some soldiers 
and natives were buried among the de- 
bris. The Ouku of C'lunaught and the 
Duke of Took, with their stalls, aro on 
tho spot. The engines are going forward, 
but the fire spreads so rapidly that it is 
hopeless to expect anything of conse- 
quence to be saved. The truck with 1100 
rounds of ammunition has not yet ex- 
ploded, rendering approach perilous. 

The whole of the commissary stores, 
the main ordnance stores, tho greater 
part of the forage, all hospital necessaries 
and a largo quantity of clothing is de- 
stroyed. Tho estimated loss is £100,000. 

Later — It ia reported that throe of tho 
l ilies were killed and six wounded by tho 
explosion. Some of tho army service 
corps were also wounded. Several natives 
were killed and a number of inhabitants 
wore crushed in the crowd running about, 
carrying children, money and other porta- 
ble articles, under the impression that 
Cairo had been surprised by a new enemy. 
It is supposed tho explosion was caused 
by sparks from the passing train. A ma- 
jor of marines and a private were also 
wounded and an Arab killed. There may 
be many more victims, but these are all 
yet seen. 

Explosions at tho railway station con- 
tinued at brief intervals for over threo 
hours. The passenger station was saved, 
but all tho freight sheds, containing ten 
days' provisions for the army and about 
200 trucks of ammunition, were de- 
stroyed. Five men wore killed and twonty 
wounded. Tho lire was of incendiary 
origin. Subsequent to the first explosion 
two Arabs wero seized in the act ot firing 
trucks and a third escaped. Troops pa- 
trolled the streets at night. During tho 
lire at the railway station two men with 
torches were arrested while attempting to 
fire the adjacent portion of the town. 

London, Oct. 1. — The Times says it 
has boon decided to retain for the present 
12,000 men in Egypt to carry on and con- 
solidate the work for which the suppres- 
ion of Arabi Pasha does little more than 
clear the way. 

Caiku, Oct. 1. — The authorities con- 
sider the country is generally so rapidly 
returning to its normal condition, that a 
further display of force in tho provinces 
is unnecessary. 

London, Oct. L. — The floods in tho 
Tyrol have reduced hundreds of wealthy 
laud owners to poverty. Tho laboring 
classes are in terrible distress, and the 
approach of winter greatly aggravates 
the situation. 

Alexandria, 'lot. 1. — The channel 
squadron has sailed for} Malta, and the 
naval brigade has gone to Cairo to attend 
tilt* military review. 

Dublin, Oct. 1.— The brother of 
Walsh, hanged at Galloway, was found 
guilty, as accused, of tho murder of Kav- 
anajiy 1 '. 3lh«* jup**re8ttmn#ecded Walsh 
to mercy on acSouIit of 'his youth. The 
jury also recommended Walsh to mercy 
because tliere was no positive evidence 
ho actually fired the shot which caused 
Kavanaugh's death. The prisoner was 
very violent and shouted loudly that wit- 
nesses had given false evidence. He was 
sentenced to be hanged on the 28th. 
Judge Lavvson said he would forward tho 
jury's recommendation to the proper quar- 
ter, but ho could hold out no hope to 
the prisoner that it would be acted upon. 
Walsh again became greatly excited and 
cried out that justice would yet ovortako 
Ins false accusers. 

London, Oct. 1. —The government 
telegraphed to Cairo ordering an investi- 
gation of the explosion and a prompt re- 
port of the result. 

St. PuTERsiiCRa, Oct.. 1. — Tho rovouue 
from indirect tax during tho financial 
year of 1882 oxceeded the estimate 977,- 
800 roubles. 



Eastern Statoa. 

Chicago, Sept. 29. — T. J. Dunklo, the 
fourth and last of tho Kewanee bank rob- 
bers, was arrested in Battle Mount, Da- 
kota, yesterday.

! party of citizens in pursuit of James Bell, 
I who killed Major Smith last week, camo 
j upon tho fugitive near Troy. Bell ro- 
: aisled arrest and shot Major Smith's son, 
j killing him almost instantly. Tho party 
then opened fire upon Boll and ho fell 
I dead riddled with bullets. The body was 
left whoro ho fell. 

New York, Oct. 1. — A Washington 
special says: Gossip is still busy as to the 
probable successor of Secretary Folgor. 
j Secretary Chandler is the latest rumored 
selection. It is said that in fixing up tho 
slate for future presidential operations 
President Arthur has discovered that a 
chango in his original cabinot is neces- 
sary. Ho recognizes the fact that since 
tho Maine oloction James G . Blaine is 
likely to prove his most formidable oppo- 
nent, and the rumor goes that he can use 
Chandler to circumvent Blaine. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 1.— Tho police 
havo arrested W. J. Whittuker, charged 
with poisoning his wife and six children 
and a boarder. Some of the sufferers are 
in a critical condition. 

Canada. 

New York, Sept. ;i0. — A Tribune Buf- 
falo (N. Y.) special says: Tho Interna- 
tional bridgo, which connects Black Hock 
and Fort Erie, was the scene of a frightful 
accident this afternoon. There are two 
draws in the bridgo to allow boats to 
pass. A dummy engine carrying six por- 
sonB plunged into tho Niagara river, one 
j of tho draws having been opened to allow 
j tho steam yacht Falcon to go through. It 
was not dark, and the ongineer hIiouUI 
j have noticed tho opening of the draw, 
i The ongine was within a few yards of the 
| draw, howjver, before any attempt was 
j made to check its apeed. William O. 
! Boone, tho engineer, was instantly killed. 
[ Edward Heische, a Canadian fanner, had

Tho Groat Explosion at Cairo. 

Cairo, Sopt. 20 — Explosions at tho 
railway station yesterday continued at 
brief intervals for over threo hours. 
The passenger station was saved, but all 
tho freight sheds, containing ten days' 
provisions for the army and about two 
hundred trucks of ammunition, were de- 
stroyed. Fivo men were killed and twenty 
wounded. The lire was of incendiary 
origin. Subsequent to tho first explosion 
two Arabs were seized in the act of firing 
trucks. A third escaped. Troops patrol- 
led tho streets last night. During tho 
fire at tho railway station two mon with 
torches were arrested whilo endeavoring 
to tire an adjacent quarter of the town. 

Shortly after the explosion an Arab 
was caught throwing a can of petroleum 
into the burning wagon. Another was 
discovered lighting a tire under tho train 
and a third was arrested for inciting the 
nativos to massacre.' Tt is estimated that 
fifteen days' supplies for 25,000 men were 
destroyed in tho ftre caused by tho ex- 
plosion. A Court of Inquiry, ordered by 
the Government, is now sitting.

Hydraulic Lift. — The lifting appara- 
tus in Messrs. Turner, Beeton & Co.'s 
new warehouse will be completed and in 
working order to-morrow. It is a simple 
but powerful piece of machinery, and will 
no doubt answer tho purpose admirably. 
Tho cylindor, which is upright, has a 
nine-foot stroke, but in lifting light 
weights the stroke will be short and rapid, 
while with heavy weights it will bo longoi 
and slower. Its lifting capacity is over 
1000 lbs; in fact there is scarcely any 
limit to it. The actio,; of the water is 
very similar to that of steam. A steel 
wire rope will bo used, and in case of a 
break at any stage of tho lift an arrange- 
ment is provided to prevent its falling by 
a grapnel, which, will adhere to the posts.

But, 
as has been tho case in boot and shoe 
making, in tailoring and other branches 
uf industry in San Francisco, "John" has 
to a great oxtont advanced from tho posi- 
tion of employee to that of bosa manu- 
facturer, and it is an undeniable faot that 
the great bulk of the cigars manufactured 
in San Francisco to-day aro not only 
mannipulated by Mongolian fingers, but 
aro tho product of Chinoso establish- 
ments.
